"They were a young team, they im- 
proved a great deal and we finished 20-15- 



1 ," said freshman coach Carl Drautz. "They did 
a great job." 

The sophomores also did a great job this year. 
In the eighth inning against Ankeny, the Scar- 
lets had two outs and the bases loaded, Junior 
Jordan Gillaspy stepped up to the 
plate, took a deep breath and swungs. 
hitting a double off the fence and win- 
ning the game. 

"It was exciting and it felt good to 
be able to win the game for the team," 
said Gillaspy.
